menbers of the Custom’s Servic, and alleging 
the “I, G.” binted that owing to China's 
loses In the present war with Japan, be considers 
the future of the Service very uncertain, and 
with a view to enable certain members to be 
prepared for any eventual.tles, ‘he proposed to 
distelbote In the shape of bonuses a. certain 
Fund now at his disposal among the members 
of the Indoor Staff. Ifthe allegations are well 
founded, then an old play {3 about fo be 
rehearsed. The Indoor Staff ls, In fine, to take 
the part of the prodigal son of Holy Writ, while 
the Outdoor Staff are to do the fatted calf act, 


. Itmay Interest some of your readers if 1 now 
explain my meaning. A member of the Indoor 
Staff gels a bonue at the end of every period of 
seven years’ service, His bonus Ie supposed ta be 
one year’s pay, and be pald In gof/d ot the rate 
of three taels ta: the pound. Hence, i his pay Is 
one hundred. tacls a month, his bonus will be 
£400, equal to two thousand four hundred taels, 
or In reality two years’ pay, The Outdoor man 
on the other hand, only gets a bonus at the end 
ofeach period often years’ service,.and Kis boros 
Lamounte to one year's salary in silver, TOhis 
salary Is one hundred taels a month, his tonus, 
at the endof ten years, fs Tls, 2,200, But that ls 
not all. The time of an Indoor man counts from 
the day he jolns the Service, but that of 
an Oatdoor. man only from the tlme he 
attains the rank of Probationary Tidewalter, 
All the time be serves as a watcher, bis 
time does not count. This falis very heavily on 
some members of the service, for while one man 
may be three years a watcher, another may be 
only two or threes mopths,. The question Is one ; 
of luck or favour, as the case may be, It de. 
evident, anyhow, that while an Indeor man-vill 
get three bonuses in twenty-one years, an Oot- 
door msn can at moat get only two. And, as 
the bonuses pald to the Indoor Steff'are | 
donbled In value by belong paid to gold, the 
difference 1s really six to two in favour at 
them, In thts comparison I leave out the 
matter of compound interest, which gives at the 
end of twenty-one years, all that accumulates 
on the bonus for fourteen years, and one for 
every seven years! service; white an Outdoor 
man onty gets the interest on one bonus earned | 
inten years! There are old hends In the Out- 
door Staff ofthe Customs who have had no 
bontis during the past ten years, and there are 
others with from nine to ten years! service who 
have never had a bonus at all. Why, may!
